How tt Works. 


Previous to tbe passage ot the Mo- 


tariff bill tbe tariff on cotton ties 


wae too low to protect tbe matmfucttiie 
of tbem except in & very limited quan- 
tity and that only in mtlls when »hft man' 
ntactareof or.her prod note aid«d largely 
in reducing tbe expenee of manufactur- 
ing cotton ties. Ibe result waa that we 
pfodac*d only about one-tourtb of tbe 
quantity consumed by our people. 
Oor 


production per annnm WM only about 
400,000 bandies or 10,000 tone. Tbe 
English manufacturers had this'market 
on the other Ihree-fearth ot tbe cotton 
ties oonsumed here and consequently 
controlled the market save the meager 
competition ol the American manufac- 
ture wbo were producing the other one- 
fourth. 


Tha new tariff law increased tbe dety 


on cotton ties for tbe purpose of stimu- 
lating tbe industry in tbe United Statte 
Every Democrat voted against this prop- 
osition in tbe bill, on the theory that tbe 
tiriff is a tax paid by tbe consumer; 
everyone of tbem professed to believe 
that the price of cotton ties wonld be ad- 
vanced by the amonnt ot tbe increased 
duty. AB soon aa tbe new duty became 
n Inw tbe manufacture of ties was stim- 
ulated in Pennsylvania, Indiana, Oeorgie, 
Tennessee end Teiae and in 1891 we 
made ell tbe cotton ties oar people cnn- 
snnitd, England lost tbe market and oar 
people gamed it. 
Before tbe law 


3,000 men were employed in the work of 
making ties and since the law 11,000 men 
bave been employed, an increase ot 6,000 
men. 
In this oue industry, tben, 8,000 


men got work on account of tbe McKia- 
ley law, and in 1891 ve made 1,600,000 
bandies of cotton tiee, instead of 100,000 
bundles. 
The new men employed of 


ooatB* benefited the American farmer, aa 
tbey and their families, 40,000 souls in 
all, tad to bay the products of tbe farm 
to eat. Tbey benefited tbe merchants, 
as tbey had to boy clothing, bats, ospe, 
drt*es goods, coffee and sugar. The; 
benefited the chnrobas and the state, 
contributing to tbe support ot both. Tbe 
doctor, the lawyer, the dentist, tbe 
batcher, tbe carpenter and men of all 
professions came in tor benefits from tbe 
employment of 8000 new mon by the Mc- 
Kinley luw. 
QBnt what of 1he objection raised by 
tbe Democrat, tbat the tariff on cotton 
ties is a tax paid by the consumer, and 
hi* notion that it wonld be cheaper tor 
tbe consumer tc- bny his cotton tiee from 
England? In 1890, btfore the pMeugo 
of the McKinlay law, when England con- 
trolled this market on cotton ties, the 
ruling price wa> from Jl.lBJ^ to SI.IS a 
bnndle. In 1891, nnd*r the new McKin- 
IPJ- duty, which stimnlutcd the indnetry 
in this country, cotton ties sold at $1.09;^ 
a Itundls, and di wn went the Democratic 
theory tbeU tlw tariff io a tni paid by tbe 
consumer.

a dny and paid $6.40 for a barrel of flour. 
In 18(38 I worked for $2.50 a Any and 
Laid #18 for n barrel ot (lour. In 1892 I 
im getting 52,75 par day and pay $5.50 
'or a barrel of ttonr. In other words, in 
846 it required 8J£ days' labor to buy a 
larrel ot Hoar in 1868 it required 7 days; 
01892 2 day* In IStiSIh^d a safe of 
clothes, ot Harris goode maile that cost 
3542, or 17 days' work. To-day I can get 
a better suit made for 828, or 10 days' 
work. In 1805, when we had cheap 
money, I paid 42 cents a yard for Fruit- 
of-tha Loom bleached cotton, or C yards 
or a day's labor. Today I can buy it 
or 10 cents a yard, or 27}£ yards for a 
day's labor. 


Wnen I wna first married I kept an ac- 


count ot what it cost to snpply my table, 
and for the years 1866,7,8, it cost $224 a 
week for each member of tuy family. IE 
1872,3, it, cost me S2.Q9 and in 1892, living 
very tnnoh better than at either of tbe 
ormer periods, it cost me 81.17 perweeb. 
or each member of my family ot six. In 
all this time there baa been little change 
n price of labor in my li^e, carpenter. I 
get now about 25 cents a day more than 
at either pt tbe other periods, but I cue 
and do live better, dress better, spend 
more money for amusements and educate 
my children tar better than in good old 
'ree trade days. 


Now, I don't claim to be educated 
enough to say whether tnis eUte of 
,bings is because ot or in spite ol pro- 
tection. It tbe former let na have pome 
noreot ir; it tbe latter, it proves (bat 
protection is not us bad as it 19 repre- 
sented.
